FIRST  DAY. 

Montreal,  Novemhr  lOtli,  1868. 

Tlie  opening  sevvicos  were  held  this  clay  in  the  Cathedral, 
and  commenced  at  11  o'clock  A.M.  Morning  prayer  wad 
said  by  the  Ilevcroml  G.  Slack,  Rural  Dean  of  Bedford  ;  the 
first  lesson  by  the  Reverend  Canon  Baxcroft  ;  the  second 
by  the  Venerable  Archdeacon  Leach,  and  the  praye?  vore 
said  by  Reverend  Canon  Looseaiore.  The  Ante-Commui  on 
service  by  the  Bishops  of  Ontario  and  Toronto.  The 
Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Reverend  Canon  Balcii,  D.D. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  hy  the  Brsiioi'S  of 
Huron,  Ontario,  Quebec,  Toronto,  and  the  D::an  of 
Montreal. 

At  3  o'clock  P.M.,  the  Synod  met  for  business  in  the  Ca- 
thedral School  Room,  the  Dean  of  Montreal  presiding.

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The  Dean  then  delivered  tlie  following  address : —

ing of  the  iSynod  of  lliis  Diocese  i-  the  election  of  a  .suecessor  t'> 
our  hito  much  VjcIommI  iunl  il(/e]ily  lanientod  Bishop  jnul  Metropo- 
litan. 

That  tiic  iliity  in  llie  ilischiirgo  of  which  we  arc  now  assombloil  i^ 
one  of  the  very  gi'oati'st  impoi'tance  and  solemnity,  I  need  hitrdly 
tell  yon;  hut  it  i-  on'-  idso  of  very  heavy  respon<il(ility,  and,  as  we 
shall  have  thobenelitof  the  suggestion  of  the  most  lit  person  as  tiie 
object  of  our  choice  by  the  whole  House  of  oui'  Ifight  Hover 
end  Fiitiiei's  in  Ood,  this  i^ho'ild  he  a  gi'oat  assistance  as  well  as  an 
alleviation  of  our  resjtonsihilitv.  But.  he  this  as  it  may,  wo  sliould 
all  fervently  pvay,  after  the  example  of  those  who  elected  one  to 
fill  the  first  vacancy  thut  occurred  in  the  ranks  of  the  holy  Apostles  : 
••  Thou,  Lord,  who  knowest  the  hearts  of  all  men  show  us  whether 
of  these  thou  hast  chosen.' 

Xe.vt  in  importance  to  the  duty  which  I  have  thus  hrioHy  ondea 
vourod  to  im2)ress  upon  you  is  that  of  gooil  oriler  an<l  decorum  in 
the  discharge  of  our  liigh  function.  The  constitution  of  our  .Synod 
and  tho  canon  lor  the  election  of  a  Bishop  have  only  provi<led,  in 
this  respect,  tliat  the  votes  shall  he  taken  hy  hallot.  It  is  also 
manifest  that  the  order  of  proceeding.-,  in  the  stated  meetings  of  the 
Synod  is  inapplicahlo  to  a  special  case  like  the  present,  and  that  no 
provision  is  to  he  found  in  those  rulesof  order  vhieh  could  servo  a^ 
a  guide  in  conducting  our  proceedings  on  this  occ;i.*ion.  Under 
tlie  circumstances  I  felt  it  to  be  my  duty  to  make  arrangements 
for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  canon  in  such  a  way  a,^  to 
prevent  confusion  and  for  the  preservation  of  order.  For  'hi- 
jiurpose  I  took  for  my  guidance  tho  admirable  arrangements 
made  at  tho  last- election  of  a  Bishop  at  Toronto;  and  I  sought  tlie 
further  assistance  and  valua>)lo  aiil  of  our  Cathedral  Chapter. 
The  lesult  has  been  tlio  adoption  of  the  order  of  proceeding,  u 
printed  copy  of  which  is  now.  1  believe,  in  the  Irinds  of  every  one 
who  is  entitled  to  vote. 

I  shall  not  detain  you  any  longer,  but  conclude  with  the  words 
of  my  venerable  friend,  the  late  Bishop  of  Toronto,  on  a  similai- 
occasion,  and  ask  you,  after  a  fervent  invocation  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  to  enter  upon  and  discharge  the  duty  before  you  in  such 
manner  as  in  your  inward  souls  and  consciences  you  think  will 
most  advance  the  extension  of  God's  Kingdom  and  the  growth  ol' 
.His  grace  amongst  us.

(1.)  The  Scmtineeis  shall  take  their  place  at  a  table  to  be  pro- 
vided. 

(12.)  The  list  of  Clergy,  revised  and  corrected  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
delivered  to  them,  and  no  vulc  shall  be  received  which  is  not 
on  such  list. 

(3.)  A  Ballot-box  shall  bo  provided  with  a  lock  and  a  slit  or  groove 
in  the  top,  througli  which  the  Ballot  shall  be  droppetl  into  the 
box,  which  sliall  in  no  case  be  unlocked  or  opened  until  the 
Scrutineers  have  retired  with  llie  .same. 

(4.)  The  Chairman  shall  announce  the  names  submitted  by  the 
House  of  Bishops,  and  each  voter  shall  write  on  his  ballot  the 
name  of  the  Person  for  whom  he  votes.  But  if  lu^  dees  not 
wish  to  vote  for  either  of ''  ■>  names  submitted  by  the  House 
of  Bishops;  ho  will  write  .  .is  ballot  tiie  word  "  No,"  which 
will  be  considered  as  declining  to  vote  in  favour  of  any  of  the 
Persons  so  nominated. 

(5.)  During  tlio  process  of  taking  the  Ballot  nil  partita  shall  keep 
their  seats  until  the  name  of  a  Clergyman  be  called  by  the 
Secretary,  when  he  shall  approach  the  Scrutineers'  table,  and 
hand  to  the  Scrutineers  a  folded  paper  containing  his  vote,  and 
return  to  his  .seat,  which  folded  paper  shall  be  tlropped  into 
the  Ballot-box,  and  the  Person's  name  shall  be  marked  off  on 
the  list  <as  having  voted;  anil  the  others  shall  be  called  in 
like  manner  until  the  list  be  exhausted. 

(6.)  The  Scrutineers  shall  see  that  the  result  of  their  scrutiny  cor- 
responds with  the  number  of  those  voting,  as  ascertamed 
from  the  list  marked  as  aforesaid. 

(7.)  The  Secretary  of  the  Synod  shall  receive  the  Keport  of  the 
Scrutineers,  and  proclaim  the  same  to  the  Synod. 

IL— THE  LAY  VOTE. 


(1.)  The  Scrutineers  shall  take  their  place  at  a  table  to  be  provided. 

(2.)  The  List  of  the  Parishes  or  Missions  entitled  to  vote,  corrected 
and  revised  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  delivered  to  them  ;  and  no 
vote  shall  be  I'eceived  which  is  not  on  such  list. 

(3.)  A  Ballot-box  shall  be  provided  with  a  lock  and  a  slit  or  groovo 
in  the  top,  through  which  the  ballot  shall  be  dropped  into  the 
box,  wliich  shall  in  no  case  be  unlocked  or  opened  until  the 
Scrutineers  h.ave  retired  with  the  K.aine.

That  acconliiifjly,  today,  tlio  irous<',  of  Bishops  sent  down  ii  ines- 
svgo  containinj;  tho  names  of  (he  Bishops  ol'  Newiouudhind,  of 
British  ('olunibia,  of  Huron,  of  Ontario,  of  (Jiieheo  and  of  Toronto, 
witli  tlie  undorstandin.<?  that  if  a  Bishop  of  tiic  Province  sliotdil  he 
'.  clio.son  by  your  Synod,  lie  .sliould  liold  the  ofliee  only  until  a  (%inon 
sliould  bo  passed  leaving  the  election  of  Metropolitan  in  the  iian<ls 
of  the  JFouso  of  Bishops  and  i)lacin;:;  the  election  of  u  I>,is]ioj>  of 
Montreal  without  restriction  in  yoi'.r  Synod  ;  but  your  Synod  re- 
solved that  it  could  not  receive  a  niessa;re  containing  the  nanu's  of 
jiersons  for  eh^'tion,  if  coupl(Ml  witli  conditions  and  extraneous 
matters   not  authoii/ed  l>y  the  canon. 

Tliat  soon  aft(^r  the  House  of  Bishops  sent  down  to  yoin  Synod  ;i 
message  resjiecting  the  names  of  the  Bishops  of  Newfoundland,  of 
British  Columbi;i,,  of  Huron,  of  Ontario  mid  of  Toronto,  which 
having  been  rejected  li(>for('  by   your  Synod  wei'e  rejec^ted  again. 

That  the  Hous(>  ofl'isliops  then  sent  down  to  yourSynoil  anotlier 
message  c^ontaining  tlie  names  ol'the  Bisho])  of  ( 'obnnliia.  ol'  tln^ 
( 'oadjutor  Bishop  of  NiMvloundliinl,  and  of  tho  11(\in  of  Xoiwich  for 
election:  none  of  which  recei\'e  1  llii-  numbe,'  of  vvitcs  in  yjui' 
Synod  necessary  to  a  choict'. 

That  thereafter  the  House  of  Bishojjs  transmitteil  a  message 
to  your  Synod  informing  it  that  they  were  not  j)i'(>pii'ed  to  submit 
any  further  names  to  your, .Synod  without  iii'iuiiy  and  delay,  and 
that  they  would  adjourn  mitil  the  minth  of  May  next. 

That  your  committee'  have  to  jjoint  out  to  yom-  Synod  that 
among  the  above  names  s)  laitl  before  it  Ijy  tlr^  House  of  Bisho[).s, 
one  is  that  of  tho  Dean  of  Norwich,  a  dignitu'y  of  the  f'lnirch  re- 
siding in  England,  concerning  whom  your  Syno  I  had  no  informa- 
tion that  ho  would  nisign  a  largo  income  ami  saeritiee  all  the  social 
and  other  advantages  to  wliicli  he  was  accustomed,  in  order  to 
assume  the  charge  tbf  this  Pioc(>st\  with  its  labours  and  inconven- 
iences, even  if  the  state  of  his  heitlth  otherwise  permitted;  that 
another  name  in  thi;  list  is  that  of  the  Bishop  of  (Jrahamstown,  a 
Sec  on  tlie  coast  of  the  south-ea-t  of  Africa,  of  whom  almost  none 
of  the  delegates  in  youi'  Synod  had  ever  heard  ;  that  another  name 
is  that  of  aBishop  in  British  Columbia  on  the  Pacific;  ,-hore  of  North 
America,  and  almost  total'y  unknown  even  by  name  or  reputation 
to  the  del(>gates;  that  the  list  embi'aces  also  the  names  of  the 
Bishops  on  the  Atlantic  coast  of  British  North  America,  with  those 
of  the  Bishop)  an<l  of  the  Coadjutor  Bishop  of  Ni^wfoundland,  of 
whpse  existence  the  members  of  your  Synod  are  no  doulH  cogni- 
ztnit,    but    with  w]ios(»  liistory  o)'  jkmsous  they  are   entiicly  unac- 
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fjuainted,  and  coneovnm^  „ot   .„..

Your  conimii.i'p.  th<Tel'ore,  have  much  to  ilejilore  that  vou  hud 
almost  no  measure  uf  .selection  in  determining  your  choice-   but 
your   (  jinmittec  deploros  ,sn'l    more  that  tlie   House   of  Bishops 
should  have  left   tiie  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  in  tlie  Ecclesias- 
tical Province  of  Canada  without  a  head,  by  adjourning  until  the 
month  of  May. 

Your  committee  i<  di-tinctly  of  ojjinion  that  the  c.inon  gives  to 
the  House  of  Bishops  no  power  to  adjourn  as  they  have  done  Inil, 
aie  by  it  com()ehed  to  continue  nominations  until  tlicy  .should 
give  you  the  name  oi'  a  clei'gyman  who,  in  your  consciences  and 
before  God.  you  considei'ed  it  would  be  your  duty  to  set  over  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese.  The  House  ol'  Bishop.s,  by  their  adjourn- 
ment, have,  cjnse.iueiitly.  so  far  deiiarted  from  the  true  spirit  ami 
intention  of  the  canon  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  and  Metronoli- 
lan,  as  to  have  viitually  abdir  ,ted  the  functions  it  was  their 
bounden  duty  to  exert 'se. 

That  they  have  by  so  doing  left  aUi  the  property  ofilie  Church, 
which  is  vested  in  the  RL^hop  a^  a  corporation  sole,  entirely  without 
a  jirotector. 

Thatyour  committee  have  inerefore  to  recommend  that  steps  should 
lie  taken  during  next  ses-^ion  of  the  legislature,  to  secure  such  legis- 
lation as  will  vest  the  senior  dignitary  of  tlieCimrch  next  in  rank 
to  Bishop,  until  a  Bishop  for  this  Diocese  he  duly  elected  and  con- 
secrated with  \',i  the  powers  conferred  ujion  (he  Bishop  by  the 
c  m-^titutinn  .md  the  varioiK  statut-s  adecting  the  temporalities  of 
the  Church. 

That  yoiu-  cjmmittee  finally  recommend  that  the  present 
powers  of  the  Synod  should  not  be  suft'erel  to  Lapse,  and  to  that 
end  that  it  should  aljourn  until  some  convenient  day  in  the  month 
of  May  next.
